% own -work on Oswald in i^ew Orleans and the unreported part of his activitias 
there may have relevance. I’d like very much to see if there are any lea^is in 
this Castro prepara-fcion. He defini-tfely was not -paxt of the FPGG and his^ovm^ 
operation using that name was no more than locally-printed literature, e(,c. x 
have interviewed a number of witnesses who had information other ^than the Warren 
ComfLission wanted of them as well as those the Commission avoided. 

I would also 'like a copy of this if it is at all possible for archival ^e, 
to lea^re with my owmi files that deal with so many political assassinations. They 
i-fill wind up in an educational institution. Also -*ith this, if there are any 
available ■ transcripts of conversations, including those deali ng wi-th Castro s 
opinions of JFK’s policies, t^fiy’d be valuable. One of these could be his meetong 
with Jean Daniel, with whom he was when he learned that JFK had been killed. 

If you cannot provide this brochure, I'd appreciate it if you could tell me 
how to approach the Cuban government in the most expedi-tious way.
